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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-50 are pending. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1-1 5, 1 7-20 and 40-46 in 
Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. 

Note that Group I is drawn to NX fomns a single ring (X is 1 1 - 30 carbon atoms). If X is 
different than carbon atoms, then it is drawn to others (Group III for composition or 
Group V for the compounds). 

3. The claims are drawn to multiple inventions for reasons set forth in the restriction 
requirement. The claims are examined only to the extent that they read on the elected 
invention. Cancellation of the non-elected subject matter is recommended in response 
to this Office Action. It is recommended that applicants limit their invention to Group I 
(i.e. XN forms a single ring and X = eleven-thirty carbon atoms). Applicants have to 
delete from claim 1 (lines 24-27), the phrase "wherein one or more CH2 groups if 
present in the alkyi chain, is optionally replaced by a moiety selected from the group 
consisting of: O, S, NH and NR; and wherein one or more C and CH groups if present in 
the alkyI chain is optionally replaced with NH or NR. " Applicants are also required to 
delete "partially cyclized chain" from claim 1 (line 19). 
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Abstract 

4. The abstract is defective because there is no nomenclature or chemical structure 
in the abstract. It is recommended that applicants include the chemical structures in the 
abstract. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15, 17-20 and 40-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention: 

a. In claim 1 , the phrase "eleven and thirty carbons optionally substituted with 

one or more epoxide, ketone.." is not clear. "Ketone" is a molecule not a substituent. 

Do applicants mean oxo (0=)? How is the epoxide ring attached to the ring? Note that 
the elected invention Is Group I, i.e. XN fomris a single ring where X = 1 1-30 carbon 
atoms). If the epoxide is fused (i.e. the two carbons of the epoxide are part of the main 
ring), then a bicyclic ring is formed. A polycyclic ring Is drawn to Group III. 

b. In claims 18-20 or elsewhere in the claims, the nomenclatures "motuporamine 
A, B, or C" are not clear. These are not standard chemical nomenclatures. It is required 
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that applicants use lUPAC nomenclature system or draw the chemical structures, as 
was done in claim 43.
